Springs, from which it is propoaej 
to brint; the water to Camlelaria is 
about 12 miles nortb of the town, 
nnd tlic water supply is sufficient for 
all demands. There is [is much rich 
ore in Camlelaria Hill as any other 
section in tho State, but miners of 
small means c;iri do very little to- 
ward developing agclaim, bo waver 
rich, but a custom mill would be a 
very great benefit to them, besides 
making it good thing for the owner. 
Although they have not been ship- 
ping such largo quantities of bullion 
from the Northern Bello for three 
months as in tho past from tho boat 
information ut hand we aro of tho 
opinion that iu a very few weeks her 
bullion shipments will bo largely in 
excess of anything heretofore known. 


Columbus, once a very thrifty place 


on account of its borux interests' and 
two mills t'or tlin reduction of ore, is 
not quito so lively, but it will with-: 
out doubt bo heard from figum ere 
long. 
It is n.'urly east and about 15 


miles from Belleville and 7from Can- 
dehiria. 


Silver Peak is a very lively liltle 


camp, GO miles eust from Baileville 
mid in the sume county. 
At lust ac- 


counts about 11)0 men in that sention, 
but probably more now, as they have 
two new Bruckner furnaces ready to 
start up in addition to the mill which 
lias been running for some time. 
Many who have visited this camp say 
they have rich mines. 


Northwest 
from 
Belleville, 20 


miles, is Silver Star District. 
This 


is a comparatively new district, but 
the town of New Bostjn is building 
up rapidly. Tho principal mines are 
the Boston, Illmdes, Silver Queen. 
Murphy and IXL, besides several 
very rich claims, the names of which 
we do not remember. 
The Wason 


Con. are putting up a fine 15-stamp 
mill near Now Boston. 
There ara 


hundreds of locations in this district, 
many of which ussaj' well in gold. 
This is ona of tho most promising 
districts in the State, and for rich 
mines will, hold her own with any 
mineral bearing belt wo know of. 
Probably 125 men at work in this 
district. 


Next., also northwest, and about 35 


miles distant, is Santa lf'e, formerly 
Volcano; though an old district, very 
little work has been done for SHveral 
years nnd the majority of the claims 
now being worked were recently re- 
located. .From the old Volcano mine 
a groat deal of oro was shipped to 
Sacramento which netted .S250 per 
ton but the compnny. probably from 
mismanagement, finally ceased oper- 
ations. The Sunrise "and the Glad- 
den aro both being worked at pres- 
ent. 
On the former there aro about 


20 men ut work, and the recently un- 
covered a line body of ore. 
There 


aro other locations in this section 
which sssny well. 


Blade Mountain District, 7 miles 


west of Belleville, has been tho scene 
of a gn at deal of prospecting, and 
some 
valnablo 
locations 
made. 


Among them tho Endowment, Black 
Hawk, 
Combination, Greyhound, 


IHlo Union, Emma Lake, Defiance 
and a great many others. 
The En- 


dowment Company havo the Centen- 
nial 5 stamp mill at Marietta, which 
is running duy nnd night. The pop- 
nla ion of the town is near 150, but 
on the increase.

the districts above mentioned which 
are worthy of note but our limited 
space prevents in this issue. We do 
not know of n section which has a 
more solid foundation than this; not 
flashy, up to clay and down to-mor- 
row; ours having a steady, progres-
